Referring to your (iue<tion as to what candidate I 
have decided to vote for, for I'redident, at the Novembei elec- 
t.ioA, I would say that I am going to vote for Messrs. Taft and 
Sherman, whom 1 regard as the regular nominees for the Re- 
publican Party. 

I a(>t«nded the Chicago Convention as a Roosevelt dele- 
gate, but from my oliservetion nu<l experience there, I consid- 
ered it was fortunate for the country and for the Republican 
Party as well, that Mr. Roosevelt was not nominated. I be- 
came convinced that Mr. R<M>8evelt*8 candidacy was the result 
of personal ambition and not for the purpose of farthering any 
particular pnlieie'i or principles. I believe timt with Mr.
